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1. In 1948 the Ministry of Laber reorganized the Trudovak units. The Director 
General, Colonel Angel Tsanev and his assistant, Lieutenant. Colonel Janko 
Kaneti, maintain staff headquarters in Sofia. There are eight Trudovak 
Districts, called Oblasts (comparable to regiments); under each Oblast. are 
Groups (comparable to battalions); in each Group are working sections, called 
Chetas (comparable to companies); and subordinate to the Chetas are iidros 
(comparable to platoons).
